Scope of Permt

On July 30, 1999, Raritan Valley D sposal Service Conpany, Inc.
(RVD) submtted an application for a solid waste facility permt to
construct and operate a transfer station/materials recovery
facility (TSYMRF) at 79 Rver Road, Raritan Township, Hunterdon
County. The site is identified on the nunicipal tax map as Lot 28
of Bl ock 27. The proposed facility will occupy and be restricted
to a specified portion of Lot 28.

At that tinme, Raritan Valley Recycling, Inc. (RVR) was operating a

recycling center for dass A nmaterials on part of Lot 28. The
Township Planning Board had approved the operation in Decenber
1990, and the County had approved it in Decenber 1991. The

recycling center occupies a 39,215 square foot building, including
a two-story section wth admnistrative offices that will also be
utilized by the TS MRF. The proposed 16,980 square foot TS/ MRF
will be constructed as an extension of the building on the south
end.

RVR also held a Recycling Center GCeneral Approval for Cass B
recyclable materials, specifically brush, trees, tree parts, tree

stunps, wood pallets and other non-chemcally treated wood. Thi s
operation is conducted outdoors to the southeast of the dass A
facility building and does business as Wst Jersey Milch. The

Departnment assigned Facility Nunber 1021001307 to this recycling
center and last renewed its approval in Septenber 2000.

When RVD submtted its application, Lot 28 of Block 27 was owned by
W R Lalavee Realty Conpany, Inc., a wholly owned subsidiary of

Continental WAste Industries, Inc. Continental was and is a
whol | y owned subsidiary of Republic Services, Inc. At that tine,
RVWD, RVR and Republic Services of New Jersey, Inc. were also
subsidiaries of Continental. In February 2003, these four

entities, anmong others, were nerged into Republic Services of New
Jersey, LLC, a new wholly owned subsidiary of Continental.
Therefore, this solid waste facility permt is issued to Republic
Services of New Jersey, LLC doing business as (dba) Mdco Wste
Systens — Raritan Township Facility.

The proposed TS/ MRF shall receive and process a maxi nrum of 475 tons
per day of the follow ng waste types:

A maximum of 175 tons per day of ID 10 Minicipal Wste
(excl udi ng househol d wast es),

A maxi mum of 300 tons per day of ID 13 Bulky Waste, 1D 13C
Construction and Denolition Waste, and ID 27 Dry Industrial
Waste (excluding ID 27A and 271) in any proportions.
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The facility shall receive and process waste in accordance with the
foll owi ng schedul e:

7:00 AMto 5:00 PM Monday t hrough Friday
8:00 AMto 12: 00 Noon Sat ur day

Exenpt vehicles owned by self-generators wll be admtted to
deposit waste only on Saturday.

Materials recovery shall be conducted to the maximum extent
f easi bl e, enpl oyi ng manual and nechani cal separation on the tipping
fl oor, then mechani cal separation using a “ Starscreen” nmachi ne, and
then final nmanual separation as material is carried by a conveyor

past picking stations. Recovered (dass A recyclable materials
will be transferred to the adjacent recycling center, while
recovered Oass B materials other than clean wood wll be

transported off site to other approved recycling centers or end
markets. O ean wood will be taken to the dass B operation on site
for further processing.

The TS/IMRF facility will direct wastewater generated by wash-down
of the floor and from weather run-off to floor drains connected to
the sanitary sewer systemthrough a solids/oils separator. An air
pollution control system that has an initial stage of filter
cartridges and a final activated carbon stage wll renove both
particulate matter and odors fromair exhausted fromthe buil ding.

The proposed TS'MRF will be adjacent to property that is included

on the Township, State, and Federal Ilistings of historic sites.
Site-generated traffic will be directed away from the site of a
historic residence in order to mnimze a negative inpact. In

order to reduce the potential for accidents, the County has al so
required that solid waste vehicles not pass by the high school
canpus.

The permttee may accept a nmaxi num of 475 tons of solid
waste on any operating day. The 475 tons shall be
conprised of 300 tons naxi num of waste types ID 13, ID
13C, and ID 27 in any proportions and 175 tons maxi num
of non-residential waste type ID 10. No source separated

recyclable material may be accepted. The solid waste
shall be deposited only on those areas wthin the
bui | di ng which have been specifically identified in the
approved design drawings for such purposes. The
permttee shall process the anount of solid waste

received by the end of each operating day. No solid
waste shall remain on the tipping floor overnight.

The permttee shall accept and process solid waste at
the facility from properly registered solid waste
vehicles in accordance with the foll ow ng schedul e:

Monday t hrough Friday 7:00 AMto 5:00 PM
Sat ur day 8:00 AMto 12: 00 Noon

The permttee shall accept solid waste from exenpted
vehicles only on Saturday. Such vehicles shall enter
the tipping area through only the southernnost door.

The permttee shall schedule the waste deliveries to the
facility in such a manner as to mnimze truck queuing
on the facility property. The permttee shall stage
vehicles in accordance with the queuing plan provided in
the Qperations & Miintenance Minual and drawing S 2
referenced in Condition 2(a) of this Section. Under no
circunstances shall solid waste vehicles accessing or
exiting the facility be allowed to park or queue on any
public road.

The permttee shall inspect each incomng waste load to
identify the i nci dence  of desi gnat ed recycl abl e
materials mnandated to be source separated by the
District Recycling Plan applicable to the point of
origin of the waste load. The permttee shall consult
with each county recycling coordinator for t he
facility's service area on a quarterly basis to review

those recyclable materials that are designhated by each
county to be source separated pursuant to N J.S A
13: 1E-99. 13(b) 2. Should any designated recycl abl e
materials be detected in a delivered waste |oad, the
appropriate county recycling coordinator shall be
notified in witing. The permttee shall maintain a copy
of each such notification at the facility. Wenever
possi ble, the generator who failed to source separate
the recyclable materials shall also be identified and
reported to the county recycling coordinator.

In the event of a facility outage or other significant
mal function which would result 1in the facility's
inability to process waste at a rate equal to or
exceeding the rate of incomng waste, the operator shall
imediately report such situation or event to the
Departnent’s Hotline: (877) 927-6337 [(887) WARN DEP] .

The permttee shall inform all solid waste vehicle
operators in witing as foll ows:

Such vehicles are prohibited from traveling on
County Route 523 from its intersection with State
Route 31 and its intersection with R ver Road.

Such vehicles are prohibited from traveling on
Ri ver Road south of the facility.

The permttee shall post an updated copy of drawi ng 1B
at the facility which depicts the two prohibitions
stated above and al so recommended off-site routes to and
from the facility. As inprovenents such as traffic
signals, turning |anes, roadway w denings etc. may be
made, the permttee shall prepare a new updated copy of
drawing 1B for posting. The permttee shall also
submt two copies of each such drawing to the Chief,
Bureau of Hazardous Waste and Transfer Facilities.

The permttee may conduct materials recovery operations
as foll ows:

1. The permttee shall recover recyclable materials in
accordance with Sections 3.1.2 and 3.1.3 of the

Qperations and Maintenance manual . Materials for
whi ch markets or end uses have been identified may be
recover ed. These include “white goods,” wood,

ferrous and non-ferrous netals, asphalt, concrete,
brick, block, other masonry, glass and plastics. The
recovered naterials shall be stored in roll-off
containers within the building pending transportation
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(h)

to a recycling center or final market destination.

2. The permttee shall not accept any waste load from a
commercial or institutional generator for recovery of
designated recyclable materials nandated to be source
separated at the point of origin unless the facility
has received docunentation from the generator that
the generator's municipality has granted the
generator an exenption fromthe requirenent to source
separate the designated recyclable materials fromthe
solid waste stream The permttee shall maintain a
copy of each such docunmentation of exenption at the
facility. Additionally, for each such commercial or
institutional generator from which the permttee
accepts a waste load for recovery of designated
recyclable nmaterials, the permttee shall provide
reports to the generator's nunicipality, annually or
as ot herw se request ed by t he muni ci pality,
identifying the generator, the quantity (in tons) of
the waste |oads received from the generator and the
quantity (in tons) of each of the designated
recyclable materials actually recovered from those
wast e | oads.

3. The permttee shall maintain contracts or letters of
agreenent with end nmarkets, manuf acturers and
approved recycling centers for the disposition of all
recovered materials. The permttee shall notify the
Departnment within one week of changes in the status
of existing contracts or the addition of any new
contracts or letters for the disposition of recovered
materials. Such notice shall include docunentation of
the changed status or a copy of the new contract or
letter of agreenent.

The Permttee shall operate and maintain the facility’'s
air pollution control equipnment in accordance with the
manufacturer’s standard operating and rmaintenance
procedures as stated in the Qperations and M ntenance
manual . The air pollution control system shall be
turned on and functioning properly when solid waste is
stored and/or processed within the building.

The permttee is authorized to construct the facility as
described in the Engineer’s Report and engineering
drawings listed in Condition 2(a) of this Section,
subject to the follow ng requirenents:

1. Prior to initiating any construction activity,
the permttee shall obtain all necessary
permts and approval s required for

construction, and shall submt a copy of each
to the Chief, Bureau of Hazardous Waste and
Transfer Facilities.

2. Wthin sixty (60) days of the date of issuance
of this permt, the permttee shall submt to
the Departnent a Gantt Chart schedule for all
proposed construction activities. Cal endar
dates must be shown. It shall be understood
that conpliance with this schedule shall be
regarded as an enforceable condition of this
permt.

Wthin thirty (30) days of the date of issuance of this
permt, the permttee shall submt to the Planning
Board, Township of Raritan a revision to the “Site Plan”
drawing S1 that inplenments the follow ng design change
referenced by Superior Court Judge Helen Hoens in her
January 3, 2002 decision (Docket No. SOM L-463-01):

“.the existing driveway accessing the property had
al ways been in partial violation with respect to
setback from the side lot line, a defect that
Raritan Val | ey agr eed to r emedy into
conformance. ...”

Further, within thirty (30) days of the Board s approval
of the design nodification, the permttee shall conplete
all construction needed to effect it.

Wthin sixty (60) days of the date of issuance of this
permt, the permttee shall submt to the Departnent
revisions to drawings S-1, S-2, S-3, and S-4 that show

The proposed construction of the entrance driveway
per Condition 4(b) above, and

The proposed extension of the westerly property
line fence to the northwest corner of Lot 28.

Wthin thirty (30) days of conpletion of construction
projects, the permttee shall submt to the Departnent,
by Certified Mai | or hand del i very, witten
certification from both the permttee and a |icensed
prof essi onal engineer registered in the State of New
Jersey, that the construction has been conpleted in
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accordance with the designs approved by the Departnent.
The witten certifications shall be in conformance with
the requirenents cited in Condition 5(c) of Section I
of this permt, and shall be acconpanied by a set of
"as built" construction drawi ngs signed and seal ed by
the licensed professional engineer.

5. Addi ti onal Requirenents

(a) Al air pollution control equipnent nust be installed
and fully operational prior to initiating transfer
station/materials recovery facility operations.

(b) The permttee shall submt a final Operations and
Mai ntenance manual to the Chief, Bureau of Hazardous
Waste and Transfer Facilities subsequent to conpletion
of construction and equi pnent installation and no |ess
t han Sixty days prior to initiating transfer
station/materials recovery facility operations. Such
operations shall not be initiated before the Bureau
i ssues approval of the manual.

(c) The permttee shall conduct a sound |evel survey thirty
(30) days after initiating transfer station/materials
recovery facility operations in order to denonstrate
conpliance wth NJ.AC 7:29, the New Jersey Noise
Control regulations. The permttee shall submt a noise
survey report to the Bureau within thirty (30) days of
conpl eti ng the survey.

(d) The permttee shall submt a copy of the Certificate of
Publ i ¢ Conveni ence and Necessity to the Chief, Bureau of
Hazardous Waste and Transfer Facilities when it 1is
i ssued by the Bureau of Solid Waste Regul ati on.
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
